Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 

agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Representative agreed to make substantive 
amendments to the claims in order to patentably distinguish Applicant's invention from the prior art. The changes 
include specifying that the card body itself has a cross sectional shape other than rectangular, or a shape bounded by 
substantially parallel major surfaces, as well as, to include the limitations of the head extending outward from the 
longitudinal axis of such a body a distance greater than the card body.
